Extract  from  minutes  of  Board  of  Managers  meeting  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  held  March  16,  1920, 
at  which  time  the  following  Resolution  was  passed  with  a  rising 
vote : 

"In  the  death  of  Mr.  Frank  H.  Armstrong,  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  as  well  as  our  city,  has  suffered  a  great  loss.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  eleven  years.  He  took 
an  active  interest  in  its  affairs,  and  was  ever  ready  to  do  his  full 
part  in  its  administration.  He  was  an  agreeable  companion,  a  wise 
counsellor  and  a  devoted  friend ;  a  man  of  the  highest  integrity,  with 
firm  convictions  on  all  important  questions,  with  the  courage  to 
stand  for  what  he  believed  to  be  the  right,  yet  with  full  considera- 
tion and  respect  for  the  opinions  of  others.  In  his  daily  walk  and 
conversation  he  was  a  fine  example  of  a  Christian  gentlemen.  This 
Board  desires  to  put  on  its  records  its  deep  appreciation  of  his 
character,  gratitude  for  his  services  and  sorrow  that  we  shall  see  his 
face  no  more ;  and  it  wishes  to  convey  to  his  sorrowing  family  its 
deep  and  tender  sympathy  in  their  great  affliction." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To   the  Members   of   the   Society,   the   Churches,   and   all   Our   Other  Friends: 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  very  active  one  in  the  administration  of 
our  hospital.  The  demand  for  its  services  has  been  unprecedentedly  large,  and 
during  much  of  the  time  we  could  not  receive  all  who  applied  for  admission. 

In  passing,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  not  one  poor  patient  who  was  a  proper 
hospital  case  has  been  denied  admission  so  far  as  we  know.  Our  total  num- 
ber of  admissons  has  been  10,365. 

The  continued  high  cost  of  all  supplies  and  increased  wages  have  made 
our  financial  condition  difficult.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enlarge  on  this.  The  situ- 
ation is  familiar  to  all.  It  is  perhaps  not  an  over-statement  to  say  that  this 
situation  bears  more  heavily  on  hospitals  than  anywhere  else.  It  is  impossible 
to  increase  our  revenue  to  correspond  with  our  increased  expense.  (The  en- 
tire cost  of  the  administration  of  the  hospital  for  1904  was  $149,000.00.  The 
past  year  it  exceeded  $600,000.00.  A  portion  of  this  increase  was  due  to  our  en- 
larged capacity,  but  the  greater  part  was  occasioned  by  the  increased  cost  of 
supplies,  higher  wages  and. much  improved  standards  of  service). 

Our  ward  rates  have  not  been  raised  in  three  years,  and  are  only  twenty- 
five  cents  per  day  higher  than  ten  years  ago.  The  rate  per  patient  is  at  least 
$1.25  per  day  less  than  the  actual  cost  to  us.  This  disposes  of  the  argument 
sometimes  used,  that  pay  patients  in  the  wards  are  a  source  of  revenue  to  a 
hospital. 

Every  patient  in  our  wards  paying  regular  rates  is  a  charity  patient  to 
the  extent  that  the  rate  paid  falls  below  the  cost  of  his  treatment. 

Our  rates   for  private  rooms  have  not  been  raised  in  two  years. 

Our  revenue  from  private  rooms  and  pay  patients  in  wards  is  not  com- 
mensurate with  the  service. 

Modern  treatment  of  medical  cases  requires  laboratory  examinations, 
X-ray  diagnosis,  and  many  other  tests  and  examinations,  all  of  which  add  ma- 
terially to  the  cost  and  equipment.  This  is  followed  in  most  cases  by  special 
diets  with  frequent  feedings  carefully  prepared,  all  of  which  is  in  addition  to 
the  regular  routine  care  of  all  our  patients,  and  adds  essentially  to  the  cost. 

The  cost  of  our  charity  work  for  the  year  exceeds  $125,000.00.  Yet  despite 
our  difficulties,  it  is  a  gratification  to  announce  to  you  that  there  has  not  been 
a  deficit  and  the  year  closes  with  a   small  credit. 

Our  efficiency  has  not  been  allowed  to  decline.  In  particular  we  have 
endeavored  to  give  the  best  possible  care  to  our  charity  patients.  In  point 
of  medical  attention  from  the  staff,  and  nursing,  such  patients  have  the  same 
treatment  as  those  in  private  rooms. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  for  the  conservation  of  all  supplies,  and  par- 
ticularly for  the  reduction  of  waste.  An  experienced  diet  nurse  has  been  added 
to  our  administrative  staff.    She  carefully  inspects  the   diet  kitchens  and  serv- 
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ing  rooms,  watches  meals  as  they  are  served,  and  endeavors  to  eliminate  the 
tendency  on  the  part  of  nurses  and  attendants  to  over-supply  the  trays.  Care 
is  given  to  the  selection  of  such  foods  as  are  of  most  advantage  to  the  patients. 
This  diet-supervisor  has  an  assistant  and  pupil  diet  nurses  who  are  completing 
their  courses  in  other  institutions  by  practical  work  with  us. 

During  the  year  we  have  taught  230  nurses,  and  helped  instruct  160  young 
doctors  and  medical  students.  The  beneficial  effect  of  our  teaching  work  has 
been  marked  on  our  patients. 

An  interesting  feature  of  all  hospitals  since  prohibition  came,  has  been 
the  material  decrease  of  applicants  from  the  very  abject  poor,  alcoholic 
cases  and  accidents  resulting  from  the  use  of  alcohol.  Also,  ordinary  cases, 
which  heretofore  have  been  unable  to  pay  anything  because  the  wages  of  the 
bread  winner  had  been  wasted  in  drink,  are  now  much  better  able  to  pay 
a  portion  of  their  hospital  charge.  And  there  is  everywhere  a  demand  for 
better  accommodation  from  people  of  moderate  means,  showing"  the  possession 
of  more  money  with  which  to  take  care  of  themselves  than  before.  We  can- 
not give  private  rooms  to  many  desiring  them,  who  would  heretofore  have  gone 
into  wards.  How  long  this  condition  will  exist  no  one  can  state.  It  is  undoubtedly 
true  at  present,  as  is  proved  by  reports  from  hospitals  in  different  parts  of  the 
country.

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  has  continued  the  same  successful  service 
that  has  distinguished  it  for  many  years.  Working  entirely  on  its  own  voli- 
tion, under  the  guidance  and  inspiration  of  its  capable  officers,  it  has  been 
an  important  factor  in  our  work. 

Our  Training  School  has  had  a  successful  year.  The  number  of  pupils 
has  closely  averaged  two  hundred.  There  is  much  anxiety  with  the  heads  of 
all  such  schools,  because  since  the  war  there  has  been  a  decided  reduction  in 
the  number  of  pupils  applying  for  enrollment.  This  is  undoubtedly  partly 
due  to  the  reaction  following  the  enthusiasm  occasioned  by  the  war,  when 
the  hope  of  being  able  to  nurse  our  soldiers  led  to  a  great  increase  in  pupils. 
Up  to  the  present,  we  have  not  suffered,  but  doubtless  will  feel  it  in  our 
next  class. 
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Aside  from  the  cause  just  mentioned,  there  is  another  reason  why  there 
should  be  a  temporary  decline  in  the  number  of  young  women  entering  the 
profession  of  nursing  in  this  state.  The  unfortunate  and  ill-judged  attempt, 
early  this  year,  on  the  part  of  certain  hospitals  that  have  been  unable  to  ob- 
tain a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  to  do  their  work  (part  of  which  work  the  pupils 
should  never  have  been  asked  to  do),  aided  by  some  well-meaning,  but  mis- 
informed people,  to  reduce  the  standing  of  nurses  in  this  state,  and  the  stand- 
ards of  training  schools,  has  brought  this  result.  The  movement  had  its  origin 
with  one  or  two  commercial  institutions,  who  for  ulterior  motives  of  their 
own,  and  without  any  care  whatever  for  any  educational  idea  connected  with 
their  nurses,  cunningly  initiated  a  scheme  designed  to  make  it  easier  for  them 
to  obtain  maids  for  doing  the  work  of  their  hospitals,  who,  however,  could 
be  called  nurses.  Very  hard  and  continuous  work  by  a  few  devoted  women 
who  have  had  years  of  experience  in  training  schools,  and  ideals  for  high 
standards  of  education  and  efficiency  of  nurses,  aided  by  some  clear  headed 
men  in  the  legislature  who  could  see  through  the  fallacy  of  its  pretence,  de- 
feated the  bill.  But  the  immediate  effect  of  the  agitation  was  to  render  the 
profession  of  nursing  less  attractive  to  the  class  of  young  women  from  whom 
our  pupils  come,  most  of  whom  have  definite  ideas  of  training  themselves  for 
positions  of  responsibility  in  hospitals,  public  health  service,  etc.  Some  who 
intended  to  enter  schools  in  this  city  went  at  once  to  New  York  and  enrolled 
there.  Others  gave  up  their  intentions  of  entering  the  profession  and  changed 
to  other  fields.  The  effect  of  this  blow  on  the  high  grade  training  schools 
will  long  be  felt. 

There  is  undoubtedly  a  great  need  for  so-called  "practical  nurses" — 
women  who,  with  less  training  and  efficiency,  but  possessing  the  rudiments 
of  proper  nursing,  can  be  of  great  assistance  in  ordinary  cases.  It  is  hoped 
that  there  may  be  women  in  sufficient  numbers  to  take  this  less  extended  train- 
ing, and  to  fill  this  need.  But  such  training  will  be  entirely  different  from 
the  present  requirements,  and  will  be  a  much  shorter  course.  And  it  is  ex- 
pected by  the  advocates  of  the  plan  that  the  remuneration  for  such  prac- 
tical nurses  when  on  duty  shall  be  less  than  that  given  to  fully  trained  and 
equipped  graduate  nurses.  If  there  are  enough  women  who  will  be  satisfied 
with  such  limited  training  and  moderate  pay  for  services,  it  will  be  a  blessing 
to  the  community.  The  difficulty  of  the  proposed  bill  was  that  its  effect  would 
have  been  to  put  such  nurses  on  an  equality  with  real  trained  nurses,  both 
as  to  their  standing  in  the  profession  and  their  remuneration.  At  the  same 
time,  the  bill  proposed  to  lower  the  standards  of  the  high  grade  schools,  both 
in  required  education  before  entering,  and  in  the  extent  and  thoroughness  of 
teaching.  The  substitute  bill  as  passed,  affords  opportunity  for  the  limited 
training  of  all  who  may  desire  to  be  "practical  nurses,"  but  maintains  the 
.  standard  for  those  who  desire  to  fit  themselves  for  positions  of  responsibility 
in  private  duty  and  for  head  nurses  in  hospitals,  public  health  positions,  visit- 
ing nurses,  child's  welfare  and  the  increasing  need  for  nurses  of  the  highest 
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efficiency.  Our  school  will  continue  the  same  standard  as  heretofore,  which  is 
fully  warranted  by  the  success  which  has  come  to  our  graduates. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  devoted  much  of  its  efforts  to  benefit 
the  children  who  have  been  in  the  hospital,  or  whose  parents  have  been 
patients.  The  poorly  nourished  ones  have  been  directed  to  the  recently 
organized  Nutrition  Clinics  and  the  ailing  ones  to  the  suitable  dispensary 
most  convenient  to  their  homes.  In  the  families  of  adults  it  has  guided  the 
convalescence,  or  helped  readjust  difficulties.  It  has  co-operated  with  other 
organizations  in  working  for  such  families.  It  has  materially  assisted  in 
arranging  for  admission  of  poor  patients  who  need  care,  and  in  following 
them  beyond  the  hospital.  The  successful  co-operation  of  this  department 
with  other  social  agencies  of  the  city  has  benefited  the  community  and  has 
been  commended  by  the  United  Charities.  Social  Science  is  no  longer  an 
experiment,  but  a  vital  force  in  the  welfare  of  our  patients. 

The  Out-Maternity  Service  deserves  extended  mention.  A  summary  of  its 
work  for  the  year  shows  4,111  nurses'  calls,  306  doctors'  calls,  554  deliveries 
and  565  babies.  No  deaths.  But  these  figures  give  but  a  faint  idea  of  the 
benefit  of  this  service,  not  only  to  the  community  surrounding  the  hospital 
which  we  serve,  but  also  to  the  nurses.  The  contact  with  the  distressing  con- 
ditions which  exist  among  most  of  the  families  to  whom  they  go,  with  the 
opportunity  for  rendering  service  so  sadly  needed,  is  at  the  same  time  an  edu- 
cation and  an  inspiriation.  These  young  nurses  had  never  before  seen  such 
conditions.  They  did  not  know  they  existed.  Their  sympathies  are  enlarged 
and  broadened,  the  appeal  to  their  hearts  is  instant,  and  promptly  met,  and 
their  outlook  on  life  takes  on  a  new  vision.  They  are  better  women  and  will 
be  better  nurses  for  the  experience.  Incidentally,  these  nurses  gathered  sixty 
children  at  the  Nurses'  Home  Christmas  Eve.  They  had  a  tree,  simple  gifts 
and  pleasant  entertainment  and,  we  believe,  carried  away  some  joy  and  happi- 
ness to  their  homes. 

The  Choral  Organization  of  the  pupils  of  the  Training  School  is  a 
feature  of  interest.  Some  eighty  of  them  take  part  every  week  under  a 
capable  director,  and  they  show  decided  interest  and  are  making  good  progress. 
It  is  both  an  education  and  an  amusement,  furnishing  as  well  relaxation  from 
their  daily  routine.  We  have  given  them  a  movie  machine  of  sufficient  size 
to  show  the  best  pictures,  and  the  entertainments  are  greatly  enjoyed,  and 
add  to  the  pleasure  of  the  life  of   the  Home. 

The  scientific  investigation  and  research  which  is  done  in  connection  with 
the  Sprague  Foundation  and  through  our  different  medical  and  surgical  services 
shows  a  steady  .progress.  There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  patient,  persistent, 
careful  and  unselfish  work  by  our  staff,  which  has  proved  most  beneficial. 

The  electro-cardiagraph,  a  gift  from  Madame  Cyrus  H.  McCormick,  has 
been  rendering  useful  service.  By  means  of  this  instrument,  tracings  of  the 
heart's  action  are  made  that  are  often  of  great  help  to  the  physician.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  examination  of  patients  who  have  heart  disease,  investi- 
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gation  of  heart  problems  is  being  pursued;  these  researches  being  made 
possible  by  a  fund  contributed  by  R.  T.  Crane,  Jr. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  has  clearly  demonstrated  its  value  and  this 
is  beginning  to  be  more  generally  recognized  by  our  staff.  We  have  had 
gratifying  results  with  patients  who  have  been  brought  back  from  a  despondent 
and  almost  hopeless  outlook  on  life  to  a  normal  condition  of  usefulness. 
It   has    been    of    material    assistance    in   mental    cases. 

For  the  past  year  we  have  been  handicapped  by  insufficient  telephone  facil- 
ities. We  have  just  completed  the  installation  of  a  new  three-operator  switch 
board.  It  connects  with  eighteen  trunk  lines  and  two  hundred  terminals.  This 
will  greatly  improve  our  service  from  the  outside  and  to  the  patients  in  the 
house. 

Our  Chaplain  has  held  service  in  the  Chapel  every  Sunday  morning.  He 
has  also  visited  patients  regularly  through  the  week.  But  there  has  been  no 
bar  to  the  attendance  or  ministration  of  clergymen  of  other  beliefs.  Probably 
there  is  not  a  religious  denomination  of  any  kind  in  the  city  which  has  not 
had  its   minister  in  our  wards   during   the   year. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  a  complete  rehabilitation  and  enlargement  of 
the  diet  kitchen  and  serving  room  on  the  third  floor.  When  completed  there 
will  be  a  complete  equipment  for  special  diets  with  records  on  each  case. 
This  will  furnish  facilities  for  a  Metabolic  Clinic  similarly  conducted  to  the 
Diabetic  Clinic,  which  has  done  such  good  work,  and  we  look  forward  to  bene- 
ficial results  to  a  large  class  of  patients. 

While  it  has  been  difficult  and  at  times  impossible  to  obtain  a  sufficient 
number  of  capable  employes,  we  have  had  the  faithful  service  of  a  large  num- 
ber who  have  been  with  us  for  an  extended  period,  and  have  given  us  their 
best  efforts.    Wre  acknowledge  their  loyal  assistance  and  thank  them. 

The  medical  staff,  the  administrative  officers,  and  the  nursing  department 
have  worked  together  in  hearty  co-operation,  making  possible  whatever  suc- 
cess has  been  achieved.    To  each  and  all,  we  give  our  appreciation  and  thanks. 

Our  friends  who  have  contributed  generously  in  previous  years  to  our  assist- 
ance and  support  have  usually  continued  their  gifts,  and  in  all  cases  with  ap- 
parent appreciation  of  our  work,  which  has  been  most  gratifying. 

Most  hospitals  start  with  little  or  no  endowment.  Indeed,  they  are  for- 
tunate if  they  do  not  begin  with  a  debt  on  the  buildings.  Then  follow  years 
of  hard  work,  anxiety  and  difficulty  of  every  description. 

This  hospital  was  no  exception  to  the  general  rule.  But  as  friends  were 
drawn  to  us  and  bequests  made,  all  such  amounts  were  strictly  saved  and 
added  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  cost  of  real  estate  and  buildings,  over 
$1,660,000.00,  replacement  cost  of  which  at  to-day's  figures  would  be  at  least 
$3,000,000.00,  was  obtained  by  special  gifts  for  that  purpose,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Jane  Murdoch  Building,  erected  from  the  bequest  of  her  brother. 
And  funds  were  not  taken  from  bequests.  This  policy  is  showing  its  beneficial 
effect. 
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We  are  now  in  more  of  an  assured  position.  By  this  is  meant  that 
we  have  arrived  at  a  stronger  financial  condition,  which  insures  our  ability 
to  take  the  best  care  of  our  patients  and  keep  abreast  of  the  developments  in 
the  progress  of  medical  advancement.  The  income  from  the  Harris  bequest 
will  contribute  to  our  fixed  charges,  and  will  materially  assist  us  in  the  care 
of  our  sick. 

No  hospital  management  that  is  compelled  by  its  financial  necessities  to 
spend  a  large  part  of  its  time  in  simply  endeavoring  to  make  both  ends  meet, 
is  able  to  give  proper  consideration  to  the  highest  interests  of  medical  care 
and  instruction.  And,  of  course,  such  hospital  does  not  have  the  funds  with 
which  to  do  it. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  welfare  of  patients,  and  the  proper  care 
of  the  sick,  can  best  be  secured  by  the  hospital  that  is  doing  a  teaching  work. 
The  effect  of  this  on  the  staff,  on  the  internes  and  nurses  is  most  marked  and 
reflects  on  the  patients,  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  latter. 

Therefore,  if  anyone  has  an  idea  that  because  this  hospital  has  advanced 
to  a  stronger  position  financially,  it  is  on  that  account  past  the  need  of  as- 
sistance and  support  of  its  friends,  it  is  an  error. 

There  will  be  need  of  improved  facilities  and  equipment  to  perform  ad- 
vanced work,  all  of  which  adds  to  obtaining  accurate  diagnosis;  other  equip- 
ment to  secure  the  best  treatment  of  our  sick;  and  a  certain  liberality  of  ex- 
penditure in  investigation  and  research.  All  these  operate  together  for  the 
good  of  our  patients.  Heretofore  it  has  been  difficult  for  us  to  properly  care 
for  these  important  needs.  With  the  assistance  of  our  friends  in  the  future,  as 
in  the  past,  we  hope  to  make  decided  improvements  in  all  these  ways  in  coming 
years. 

We  look  forward  to  the  new  year  with  renewed  hope  for  increased  oppor- 
tunities for  service.

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THE  SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers : 

This  seventeenth  year  of  the  School  has  been  one  of  readjustment  from 
war  conditions,  with  a  gradual  return  to  normal,  until  at  the  close  of  the  year 
no  evidences  remain  of  an  incomplete  graduate  nurse  staff  or  of  other  forms 
of  disorganization. 

The  general  policy  of  the  School  in  its  methods  of  nursing  the  patients  of 
the  Hospital  and  of  providing  nurse  education  for  its  students  has  remained 
unchanged. 

Two  important  affiliations  by  which  students  may  select  training  in  the 
care  of  those  mentally  and  nervously  ill  at  the  Chicago  State  Hospital,  and 
in  Public  Health  Nursing  at  the  School  of  Civics  and  Philanthropy,  have  been 
consummated  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  long  there  may  be  brought  about  a 
university  affiliation  which  will  allow  selected  students  to  secure,  within  a  five 
years'  period,  both  the  nurses'  diploma  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  social  life  of  the  student  has  been  broadened  during  the  year  by  the 
formation  of  the  Florence  Nightingale  Choral  Club.  This  started  at  the  sug- 
gestion and  through  the  effort  of  Mrs.  Graham,  supported  jointly  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board,  holds  weekly  meetings, 
to  which  are  invited  nurses  from  the  neighboring  hospitals.  It  has  been  a 
source  of  pleasure  and  profit  to  many  of  our  students. 

The  purchase  of  a  moving  picture  machine  for  the  School  has  also  added 
interest  to  the  life  in  the  Home,  as  well  as  proving  helpful  in  class  instruc- 
tion. 

The  average  enrollment  of  the  School  for  the  year  has  been :

making  a  grand  total  of  254.   Of  this  number  9  graduates  and  5  student  nurses 
have  lived  outside  of  the  Sprague  Home.

1299     days  at  the  School  of  Civics  and  Philanthropy 

966    days   in   the    District   Obstetrical    Department   making   4,111    calls    in 
the  homes  of  the  poor. 
The  "North  Nurse"  has  cared  for  47  patients,  giving  56  days'  time. 
An  average  of  52  graduate  nurses  have  been  employed  by  private  patients 
in  the  hospital,  accomplishing  19,147  days  of  special  duty  nursing. 

There  have  been  granted  53  diplomas  during  the  year,  bringing  the  num- 
ber of  graduates  of  the  school  to  397. 

During  the  fall  the  student  dietetian  course,  which  has  been  carried  to 
a  limited  degree  for  some  years,  was  extended  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Senior  Dietetian  of  the  Hospital,  graduates  of  Domestic  Science  have  taken  the 
post-graduate  course,  accomplishing  263  days  study  and  work  in  the  general 
and  special  diet  kitchens  of  the  hospital,  benefiting  alike  the  institution  and 
themselves. 

Again  there  is  presented  the  three  important  needs  of  the  School :  a  fund 
to  purchase  text  books,  laboratory  and  class  room  equipment :  scholarships 
for  some  of  our  students  to  do  additional  preparatory  work  for  responsible 
positions :  an  endowment  fund  sufficient  in  amount  to  carry  the  educational 
expenses  of  the  School. 

It  is  our  privilege  once  again  to  extend  most  sincere  thanks  to  all  those 
who  have  in  any  way  assisted  in  bringing  the  year  1919  to  a  successful  close: 
to  the  graduate  staff  of  the  School  for  loyal  co-operation  in  all  that  effects  the 
welfare  of  the  School ;  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and  his  staff 
for  generous  support;  to  the  Medical  Staff,  Visiting  and  Resident,  for  ever 
ready  advice  in  time  of  illness,  as  well  as  for  assistance  in  class  room  work; 
to  the  retiring  President  of  the  Woman's  Board,  Mrs.  Graham,  for  her  per- 
sonal interest;  to  Miss  Drake  and  her  committee  for  generous  and  continued 
thoughtfulness ;  to  the  President  of  the  Institution  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
without  whose  understanding  succeess  would  be  impossible.

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REPORT  OF  RECORDING  SECRETARY 


Monthly  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  and  of  the  Executive 
Committee  have  been  held  regularly  during  the  year  1919,  with  the  customary 
omissions  of  July,  August  and  September.  The  average  attendance  at  the  gen- 
eral meetings  has  been  74.  The  maximum  attendance  was  100  in  February 
and  the  minimum  was  60  in  April;  the  total  enrollment  being  227,  including  13 
honorary  members.  The  Ninth  Church  continues  to  hold  first  place  in  per- 
centage of  attendance,  the  never-failing  presence  of  its  one  member  making 
it  100  per  cent  perfect.  Normal  Park  and  Wilmette  Churches  rank  second 
and  third  respectively.

VISITING 


The  Visiting  and  Devotional  Committee  carries  on  a  quiet  work  wher- 
ever opportunity  offers.  Miss  Breeze  directs  certain  visits,  where  they  are 
much  needed,  and  all  visiting  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. The  initial  visit  is  the  only  step  necessary  to  be  arranged,  as  the 
patients  themselves  ask  the  visitors  how  soon  they  will  come  again.  A 
merging  of  the  Library  and  Visiting  Committees  was  contemplated,  but  in 
order  to  get  the  books  to  the  patients,  the  length  of  the  visit  would  neces- 
sarily be  curtailed,  much  to  the  disappointment  of  the  patient.  The  frequent 
visits  by  the  same  persons  naturally  come  to  be  looked  for  with  eagerness, 
and  the  friendly  interest  grows  into  a  much  desired  factor  in  making  a  satis- 
factory recovery.  The  Visiting  Committee  is  convinced  that  loneliness,  which 
is  never  a  desirable  condition,  can  be  more  depressing  in  a  hospital  than  any- 
where else.  This  committee  is  striving  not  only  to  be  the  good  Samaritan  in 
certain  cases,  but  is  trying  to  bring  outside  interest  into  the  daily  routine  of 
convalescence.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S 
AUXILIARY  BOARD 


CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

This  organization  shall  be  called  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  BOARD 
OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO. 
Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in 
the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Assistant  Treas- 
urer. These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  and  shall  continue 
in  office  one  year  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

For  honorary  officers,  see  By-Laws  Five,   Sections  a  and  b. 

ARTICLE  III 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  consist  of  the  officers, 
chairmen  and  vice-chairmen  of  Standing  Committees,  and  other  members  of 
the  Board  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  to  fill  the  expired  term  of  one  of 
three  classes,  serving  three  }rears  respectively. 

ARTICLE  IV 

The  membership  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes,  Active,  Associate,  Gen- 
eral and  Contributing.  Active  members  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  this  Board  by  their  respective  churches,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  this  election  shall  be  approved  by  said  Board. 

For  Associate  Membership,  see  By-Law  Seven,  Section   1. 

For  Honorary  Membership,  see  By-Law  Five,  Section  c. 

General  Membership  shall  consist  of  those  who  by  reason  of  personal  inter- 
est in  the  Hospital  are  Active  Members  of  the  Board  but  are  not  representa- 
tives of  Presbyterian  Churches. 

Contributing  Membership  in  charge  of  the  Contributors'  Fund  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V 

Standing  and  Special  Committees  shall  be  formed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require.  The  chairmen  of  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  each  com- 
mittee. New  members  elected  to  the  Board  shall  signify  on  which  committee 
they  wish  to  serve.     See  By-Law  7,  Sections  4  and  7.

DUTIES  OF 
COMMITTEES 


1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  BOARD 
shall  be  held  the  first  Monday  in  January  at  11  a.  m.,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Board.  The  President  of  the  Corporate  Board  of  Man- 
agers shall  be  asked  to  preside  at  this  meeting.  The  minutes  of  the 
annual  meeting  shall  be  approved  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

2.  This. Board  shall  meet  on  the  FIRST  Monday  of  each  month  at 
10.30  a.  m.,  except  during  July,  August  and  September.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  meet  at  10  a.  m. 

3.  The  annual  dues  of  active  members  shall  be  two  dollars. 

4.  The  duties  of  the  officers  of  this  Board  shall  be  the  same  as 
usually  belong  to  these  offices.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  order  named, 
assume  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence.  The  Secretaries  and 
Treasurer  shall  report  at  each  monthly  meeting  and  at  the  annual  meeting. 
The  auditor  of  the  Corporate  Board  of  Managers  shall  audit  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board. 

5.  (a)  The  office  of  Honorary  President  was  created  in  1897  in  honor 
of  Mrs.  Daniel  A.  Jones.  Since  1908  the  honor  has  been  conferred  upon 
Mrs.  McCormick,  and  in  1919  upon  Mrs.  Octavius  S.  Newell. 

5.  (b)  A  list  of  honorary  vice-presidents  shall  consist  of  women 
who  have  shown  their  interest  in  the  Hospital  by  their  generous  gifts,  yet 
have  never  belonged  to  the  active  membership. 

5.  (c)  A  list  of  honorary  members  shall  contain  the  names  of  for- 
mer active  members  who  have  been  of  unusual  service  to  this  Board  but 
who  are  no  longer  in  active  work. 

6.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  as  follows :  Appropriations, 
Associate  Membership,  Child's  Free  Bed,  Children's  Department,  Con- 
tributors' Fund,  Delicacy,  Entertainment,  Finance,  Furnishing,  Hospital 
Bulletin,  Library,  Nominating,  Occupational  Therapy,  Social  Service, 
Sprague  Home  for  Nurses,  Thanksgiving  Linen  Offering,  By-Laws  and 
Printing,  Visiting  and  Devotional.  These  committees  shall  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  or  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

(1)  APPROPRIATIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Board,  chairmen  of  committees  collecting  funds  not  ap- 
propriated when  received,  chairmen  of  committees  whose  work  depends 
on  appropriations  from  the  total  amount  collected,  and  other  members  of 
the  Board  appointed  by  the  President.  This  Committee  shall  meet  after 
the  Annual  Meeting  to  make  appropriations  ;  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  send  notice  of  this  meeting  and  the  President  of  the  Board  shall 
preside. 

(2)  THE  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE  shall  have 
charge  of  the  soliciting  of  Associate  Memberships.  Anyone  contributing 
one  dollar  a  year  or  more  shall  be  an  Associate  Member  of  the  Board 
with  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Annual  Meeting; 
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(3)  CHILD'S  FREE  BED  COMMITTEE  shall  have  charge  of 
contributions  through  Sunday  schools  for  the  support  of  free  beds  for 
children ; 

(4)  CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT  COMMITTEE  shall  report  at 
the  regular  meetings  to  keep  the  members  of  the  Beard  in  touch  with 
the  needs  and  interest  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  Hospital; 

(5)  CONTRIBUTORS'  FUND  COMMITTEE  (founded  by  Ruby 
McCormick  Blair  in  1916)  shall  have  charge  of  the  collecting  of  funds 
from  friends  of  the  Hospital,  who  are  not  included  in  the  membership 
of  Presbyterian  Churches; 

(6)  THE  DELICACY  COMMITTEE  shall  provide  for  the  solicit- 
ing of  delicacies  or  money  for  same  for  the  use  of  patients; 

(7)  THE  ENTERTAINMENT  COMMITTEE  shall  provide  suit- 
able entertainment  for  convalescent  patients  according  to  opportunity, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent; 

(8)  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  have  charge  of  the  col- 
lecting of  funds  from  the  membership  of  Presbyterian  churches ; 

(9)  THE  FURNISHING  COMMITTEE  shall  have  charge  of 
housekeeping  supplies,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board.  Members 
of  this  Committee  are  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  One  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  sewing  for  the  Hospital 
done  by  the  churches ; 

(10)  THE  HOSPITAL  BULLETIN  COMMITTEE  shall  collect 
and  edit  material  suitable  for  a  quarterly  publication,  to  be  known  as 
"THE  BULLETIN  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL."  The 
distribution  of  the  Bulletin  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary ; 

(11)  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE  shall  have  charge  of  all  read- 
ing matter  for  the  use  of  patients.  The  chairman  or  her  appointee  shall 
have  charge  of  deposits  from  Public  Library  and  be  custodian  of  private 
collection.  She  shall  arrange  for  one  member  of  her  committee  to  have 
charge  of  each  distribution  of  books  and  shall  give  statistical  monthly 
report  of  number  of  books  distributed  and  number  not  returned  or  unac- 
counted for.  After  consultation  with  her  committee  she  shall  arrange 
for  subscriptions  to  current  literature.  The  committee  shall  hold  quar- 
terly conferences.  One  week  in  advance  of  day  of  service  the  vice-chair- 
man shall  notify  by  postal  each  member  of  the  day  of  her  service.  If  a 
member  finds  it  impossible  to  be  present  she  shall  notify  the  chairman  of 
the  day.  The  chairman  or  her  appointee  shall  be  present  at  each  distribu- 
tion of  books; 

(12)  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  five 
members  originally  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  in  the  following 
manner:     At   the   Annual   Meeting  the   Chairman   shall   retire   from   the 
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Committee,  the  Committee  having  previously  proposed  for  election  a 
new  member  to  complete  the  number.  Following  the  Annual  Meeting 
the  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman  and  secretary.  Three  months 
before  the  Annual  Meeting  the  chairman  shall  call  her  committee  to 
prepare  a  list  of  names  for  officers  to  be  presented  for  election  at  the 
Annual  Meeting;  also  for  a  class  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  serve 
three  years ;  and  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the  two  remaining  classes. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  present  names  for  election 
to  fill  vacancies  in  office  occurring  during  the  year; 

(13)  THE  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  COMMITTEE  shall 
have  an  active  interest  in  the  plans  for  reconstruction  work  as  well  as 
curative  work  among  the  patients  of  the  Hospital  and  shall  keep  the 
Board  informed  of  matters  of  interest  and  progress  in  the  department. 

(14)  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  an  ad- 
visory committee  consisting  of  the  officers  and  other  members  of  the 
Board  asked  to  consult  with  them.  This  committee  shall  advise  with  the 
Social  Service  worker  and  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board. 

(15)  THE  SPRAGUE  HOME  FOR  NURSES  COMMITTEE 
shall  consider  applications  for  scholarships  supported  by  the  Board  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Principal  of  the  School  extend  loans  to  students. 
It  shall  also  keep  the  Board  informed  of  matters  of  special  interest  con- 
cerning the  Home; 

(16)  THE  THANKSGIVING  LINEN  OFFERING  COMMITTEE 
shall  have  charge  of  gifts  of  linen  or  money  as  a  "Thanksgiving  Offering." 

(17)  THE  VISITING  AND  DEVOTIONAL  COMMITTEE  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Hospital  and  shall  visit  the  Hospital  under  the  direction 
of  those  in  authority; 

(18)  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  BY-LAWS  AND  PRINTING  shall 
consist  of  a  Chairman  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board,  the  Correspond- 
ing and  Recording  Secretaries  and  the  President  ex-officio,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  revision  of  By-Laws  and  to  whom  the  Board  members  may 
bring  suggestions  concerning  needed  revision.  The  Committee  shall  also 
have  charge  of  the  printing  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary Board. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  notice  of  such  amendment  having  been  given  at  the 
previous  regular  meeting. 
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
